There were three d ifferent sets o f 
sp ecificatio ns, all o f which call fo r 
the same mix tu re. The d ifference in 
them is the p rep aratio n to be mad e 
fo r the o iling. Two sets p ro v id e that 
the su rface o f the street shall be to rn 
u p and lev eled befo re the o il is ap ­ 
p lied . 
The sp ecificatio ns u nd er the 
co ntracto rs bid merely p ro v id e that 
the su rface o f the street shall be free 
fro m d u st befo re the o il is ap p lied , 
and that the matter taken fro m the 
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The city co u ncil, at a sp ecial meet­ 
ing last night d eferred 
actio n 
o n 
award ing the co ntract fo r o iling the 
city streets, u ntil the nex t 
regu lar 
meeting, which will be held Tu esd ay 
night o f nex t 
week, 
becau se 
the 
lo west bid was two and a half times 
as great as the p rice p aid fo r o iling 
last y ear 
Varied o p inio ns were'ex p ressed at 
the meeting. So me o f the co u ncilmen 
go t o u t a p ad and p encil and figu red 
ju st what it wo u ld co st in fro nt o f 
their ho u se. .It d ev elo p ed into a p er­ 
so nal q u estio n. 
The estimates were 
mad e in sq u are y ard s and the co u n­ 
cilmen figu red it d o wn to linfal feet, 
taking the av erage wid th o f the street 
at thirty feet. 
Later o n in the meeting members 
o f the co u ncil d eclared the p eo p le 
wo u ld no t stand * fo r su ch a p rice, be­ 
cau se they were u nd er the imp ressio n 
that the p rice o f o iling w o u ld no t be 
mo re than fiv e cents a lineal fo o t, if it 
ev en were mo re than last y ear’s co n­ 
tract. It was fo r this reaso n that 
they withheld final statio n o n the bid s 
u ntil they co u ld get an ex p ressio n 
fro m the p ro p erty o wners 
By d eferring actio ns o n 
the bid s 
-u ntil a week fro m to night, the co u n­ 
cil left an av enu e o p en fo r p ro p erty 
o wners to o bject to the p rice.

jp eo p le ev id ently w^nt o iled 
streets 
becau se there was o nly o ne remo n­ 
strance su stained 
last 
night, and 
that was o nly fo r a blo ck and a half. 
It is believ ed by the co u ncil that 
p eo p le d id no t remo nstrate becau se 
they believ ed the o iling wo u ld no t be 
mo re than fiv e cents a 
lineal fo o t.

Ro o sev elt p assed Newett’s seat the 
edito r did n o t tu rn to giv e the co lo n el 
a frien dly gaze. 
Co lo n el Ro o sev elt 
p ick ed a seat o n the sp ectato rs’ ben ch 
an d Newett sat at a table with his law­ 
y ers. In terest was disp lay ed by Ro o s­ 
ev elt as the ro ll o f ju ro rs was called. 
The drawin g o f a ju ry did n o t p ro v e 
to be a hard task . After the ex amin a­ 
tio n o f fo rty -eight talesmen , at 10:3 0 
o ’clo ck last n ight 
the twelfth man 
o f the ju ry wTas selected.

so lon g as a bon d ed d ebt again st said 
wrorks remain s un paid , in whole or- 
in part.” 
House Bill 141 (Chapter 48), ap­ 
proved February 28, provid es for the 
establishmen t, main ten an ce an d the 
equipmen t, at public expen se, of pub­ 
lic playgroun d s, public 
baths an d 
public comfort station s, in cities of 
all five classes. 
Authority in 
the 
m atter is con ferred on the board of 
health an d charities in cities of the 
first cla^ss, op “the board of health 
an d charities, or the board of school 
commission ers or 
board of school 
trustees” in all other cities. 
Such 
board s are “authorized to use an d to 
permit the use of an y public groun d s 
or- build in gs un d er their con trol, as 
in their jud gmen t may be required 
or ad aptable,” an d to “lease or pur­ 
chase g roun d s, either ad jacen t there­ 
to or elsewhere in such cities,” an d 
to con d emn ad d ition al real estate for 
such purposes.

made 
by W. E. Long ley , 
State Fire Marshall. His report also 
shows that the state su ffered less by 
fire du ring the third week 
in 
May 
than in either the 
first 
or 
second 
weeks. 
For the week 
ending 
May 
21st 
there were sev enty -three reported 
fires with a total approx imate loss of 
$94 ,7 00 
or an av erag e of abou t 
$1,300 for each lire. 
, A.’ 
Du ring the first week of May there 
were eig hty -one fires, with a loss of 
$4 15 ,95 0. The av erag e loss for each 
fire was abou t $5 ,000. Du ring 
the 
second week of May there were 119 
fires and a loss 
of 
$206 .04 0. 
The 
av erag e fire loss was $1,7 5 0. 
The smaller nu mber of 
fires and 
the redu ced loss 
du ring the 
third 
week of May is a v ariation stthli as 
may come natu rally in any “activ ­ 
ity ,” althou g h the fig u res are nearer 
to normal than those of 
the first 
week when the loss was close to a 
half-million dollars. 
Since most fires are prev entable, 
some form of carelessness 
is 
the 
cau se of nearly ev ery fire—leav ing 
arson ou t of consideration. 
There­ 
fore, du ring the third week of May 
the people of Indiana were for some 
reason more carefu l. 
As a 
direct 
consequ ence fire waste was redu ced.

there were sev enteen fires which are 
classified 
as of 
“u nknown” orig in. 
As stated, lig htning came in for 
second “honors,” hav ing set fire to 
six teen bu ilding s. 
The nex t cau se in importance is 
listed in the Fire M arshal's office as 
“adjoining bu ilding s.”

bu ilding se ts fire to another.

were nine of these fires. 
There were fiv e cases of su pposed

I to fiv e bu ilding s, and a like nu mber of 
bu ilding s were fired by sparks from 
chimney s.

I Matches and cig ar stu bs also cau sed

Three fi*es were du e to ex plosions, 
two to stov es, two

spontaneou s 
I combu stion and one 
to 
hot 
ashes 
du mped near inflamable material. 
Reports on tires are now being re­ 
ceiv ed each day by Fir© M arshal 
Long ley from the township tru stees, 
town clerks and fire chiefs who, u n­ 
der the new law, are namdd as his 
assistants and are requ ired to send 
information promptly .
